WASHINGTON, April 2—Gen. 
Dwight D. Eisenhower, in a re- 
port today to the people of the 
United States and 13 other na- 
tions on his year’s work in or- 
ganizing western defenses, couples 
his appraisal of achievements 
with the warning that “only a be- 
ginning” has been made. 

It is a balanced report, neither 
unduly optimistic nor unduly pes- 
simistic. 

“The tide has begun to turn 
our way and the situation of the 
free world is brighter than it was 
a year ago,” Gen. Eisenhower 
says. 

At the same time, the possible 
next President of the United 
States warns Europe that the na- 
tions of the North Atlantic Treaty 
Organization must be prepared 
to carry a heavier share of the 
burden of the common defense 
than they have accepted to date. 

Strain on U.S. Taxpayers. 

“It would be fatuous,” he says, 


“for anyone to assume that the 
taxpayers of America will con- 
tinue to pour money and re- 
sources into Europe unless en- 
couraged by steady progress to- 
ward mutual co-operation and 
full effectiveness. There are still 
many steps possible in Europe 
which would cost little and yet 


_ bring rich returns through in- 


creased strength.” 

- The 12,000-word document is 
the first annual report of the Su- 
preme Commander, Allied Pow- 
ers, Europe (as of now, Eisen- 
hower) to the Chairman of the 
Standing Group, North Atlantic 
Treaty Organization (Gen. Omar 
N. Bradley, his nominal ‘superior). 

Accompanying Speech. 

In presenting his report, Gen. 
Eisenhower made for radio, tele- 
vision and newsreel distribution, 
a 750-word speech designed to 
give the gist of the longer docu- 
ment. In it he observed: 

-“The purpose of our govern- 
ments ‘in’ forming NATO) was a 
very simple one — to retain the 
peace through establishment of a 
sound collective security.” 

Complete success is “‘still.a long 
way off,” ‘he said, adding: 

“On the discouraging side, for 
example, we have had the strained 
economies in Europe developing, 
threatening and slowing previous- 
ly predicted schedules. We know 
that, in spite of the expenditure 
of vast sums of money in the 
United States and elsewhere, the 
flow of equipment has not been 
as rapid as previously predicted. 

“In Korea, Indochina and Ma- 
laya, NATO nations of Europe and 
in America are carrying very 
heavy burdens; burdens that are 
costly, both in blood and treasure. 
They have a direct effect upon 
our efforts here to establish a

OK TO MISSPELL 
‘EISENHOWER’ ON 
ILLINOIS BALLOT 


Gen. Dwight D. Eisenhower’s 
name may be misspelled on write- 
in ballots but still count in next 
Tuesday’s presidential preference 
primary in Illinois, County Judge 
Cc. C. Dreman of Belleville said 
today. 2 

«Judge Dreman, who is giving 
instructions to East St. Louis elec- 
tion clerks and judges on how to 
handle write-ins on the city’s 
voting machines, pointed out that, 
under Illinois law, phonetic spell- 
ing of a candidate’s name is just 
as good as the real thing. 

“So long ‘as the write-in, when 
pronounced, sounds the same as 
the candidate’s name, the ballot 
is properly cast,” the judge stated. 

Election clerks and judges asked 
if “Ike” would suffice. Judge 
Dreman said: “No, I think that’s 
going a little too far.” 


30-DAY WEATHER 
‘NEAR NORMAL’ IN 


ST. LOUIS REGION 


WASHINGTON, April 2 (UP)— 
The weather bureau’s long-range 
“outlook” for April calls for tem- 
peratures warmer than seasonal 
normals over the western _ half 
of the nation, but colder than 
normal from the Appalachians 
eastward. 

In other areas near normal 
mperatures are expected. 

The bureau said this 30-day 
outlook suggests a reversal of 
conditions from those observed 
during March when the West av- 
eraged much colder than normal 
and the East slightly above nor- 
mal. 

“Precipitation is expected to be 
lower than normal in the Rocky 
Mountain states and in the Great | 


Lakes region, but above normal | 
in the Southeast and Pacific | 


Northwest. Otherwise near nor- 
mal amounts are indicated,” it 
said.

Putnam Says Prospects of 
Averting Strike ‘Are 
Very Dim’ — Fairless 
Again Meets Arnall. 


WASHIAGTON, April 2 (AP)— 
President Truman’s top wage- 
price strategists asserted today 
that they were determined to hold 
the steel price policy despite 
statements by industry leaders 
that a boost in steel prices would 
be the only way to head off a 
nationwide strike set for Tuesday. 

They said, too, that the chances 
of resolving the strike issues 
were slight. 

Roger Putnam, economic stabi- 
lizer, told reporters he thought 
“prospects of averting a strike are 
very dim.” 

Fairless, Arnall Again Confer. 

Benjamin E.* Fairless, president 
of United States Steel Corp., and 
top spokesman for the industry, 
conferred again today with Price 


Stabilizer Ellis Arnail in an ef- 
fort to get the Government to 
approve big price increases for 
the industry. 

Fairless and other industry 
leaders say they must get a price 
hike up to $12 a ton over the 
present $110 average if they are 
to meet the wage increase provi-

‘sions in the recommendations of | 
the Wage Stabilization Board. 

The board said the CIO’s 650,- 
_000 United Steel Workers Union 
members should get an increase 
amounting to 174% cents an hour 
‘in basic wages.

WASHINGTON, April 2 — 
United States Attorney lad 
J. Howard McGrath declined to 
say today whether he would re- 
sign his post as he emerged from 
a 15-minute White House confer- 
ence which, it had been predicted, 
would provide a showdown be- 
tween McGrath and Newbold 
Morris, administration corruption 
hunter. 
“I discussed departmental mat- 
ters with the President,” Mc- 
Grath, who appeared to be nerv- 
ous, told reporters. “Anything 
that is to be said about our dis- 
cussion will be said by the Presi- 
dent or his staff.” It was the 
only .statement reporters could 
get from him. The White House 
had no immediate comment on 
the meeting. 

Unsmiling Appearance. 

McGrath's unsmiling appear- 
ance today was in sharp contrast 
with his jovial manner of last 
Jan. 4 after a call on the Presi- 
dent. Referring to a flurry of ru- 
mors current at that time that he 
might resign, he had said: 

“No change in my status is con- 
templated—things are not always 
what they seem on the surface.” 

It probably will take presiden- 
tial action to break the deadlock 
in the bitter controversy between 
McGrath and Morris over the New 
Yorker's investigation of the per- 
sonal finances of high government 
officials, more immediately, those 
in the Justice Department. 

Representative Patrick J. Hil- 
lings (Rer.), California, a mem- 
ber of the House Judiciary sub- 
committee looking into McGrath's 
conduct of the department, had 
told reporters he thought the 
White House conference meant 
“either McGrath or Morris will 
have-to step out.” 

Persons who now are convinced 
McGrath will leave the Govern- 
ment soon, point out that, in view 
of President Truman’s surprise 
announcement he will not be a 
candidate to succeed himself, Mc- 
Grath has little to gain by re- 
maining longer in the Cabinet. 
He once hoped to become a Su- 
preme Court justice; now his 
Government service almost cer- 
tainly has only a few more months 
to run at best.

WASHINGTON, April 2 (AP)— 
Queen Juliana and Prince Bern- 
hard of The Netherlands arrived 
by plane today for a three-day 
stae visit as guests of President 
Truman. 

The President, Mrs. Truman 
and members of his Cabinet were 
on hand to greet the royal couple. 
A 21-gun salute boomed as part of 


the formal welcome.

Representative Chelf came 
away from the White House yes- 
terday with the impression Tru- 
man planned to fulfill his promise 
of complete co-operation with the 
subcommittee, he told reporters. 

Request For Tax Returns. 

He said the Attorney General's 
name was not mentioned at the 
meeting except in connection with 
the subcommittee’s request for 
the personal tax returns of Mc- 
Grath and 19 other top officials 
of the Justice Department. 

Chelf said the subcommittee 
also asked for the files on 11 sep- 
arate cases from the Justice and 
Treasury departments which had 
not been prosecuted, These casés, 
he said, included suspected in- 
come tax evasions and other pos- 
sible violations of law. 

The Justice Department, in a 
formal statement today, said five 
of the cases had been processed 
or prosecuted to completion, four 
were actively pending in an open 
status before the courts, one re- 
lated purely to a personnel mat- 
ter and was not a “case” at all, 
and one case “and only one, has 
not been prosecuted and this case 

is also open and pending.”

TAFT WINS IN WISCONSIN BUT LACKS 
| MAJORITY, IS AHEAD IN NEBRASKA 
WHERE KEFAUVER DEFEATS KERR

Ohioan Pulls Into pot 
After Count See-Saws 
— Kerr Says He Will 
Stay in Race for Demo- 
cratic Nomination. 


OMAHA, April 2 (AP)—Senator 
Robert A. Taft of Ohio drove 
toward a hard-fought victory to- 
day over Gen. Dwight D. Eisen- 
hower on the basis of mounting 
returns from Nebraska’s gruelling 
Republican Presidential primary. 
It was a write-in contest; the name 
of neither was on the ballot. 

With more than three-fourths 
of the state’s 2058 precincts count- 
ed, the trend clearly indicated 
that only a political bombshell 
could reverse the slow but steady 
flow of votes toward Taft. 

Eisenhower had virtually ex- 
hausted the strength from his 
strongholds in Lancaster (Lin- 
coln) county and Scottsbluff. Taft 
still haa reserves in Douglas 
(Omaha) county, which was giving | 
him his edge. 

Lead of 15,400... 

With 1634 precincts counted, |

Eisenhower—a little more than |

In the Democratic Presidential | 
contest, Senator Estes Kefauver 
of Tennessee scored an impressive 
victory over Senator Robert S. 
Kerr, Oklahoma oil man. Kerr 
conceded his defeat early today, 
thanked the voters of Nebraska 
for courtesies, and then said his 
defeat would not halt him in his 
fight for the Democratic presi- 
dential nomination. But the de- 
feat was a jolt—because it came 
in‘his first entry into a primary 
contest.

cent, Kerr 39 per cent. 

The figures snowed clearly that | 
Stassen drained strength from 
Eisenhower. Together they had 
52 per cent of the vote against 
Taft’s 37 per cent. 

Taft was carrying 45 of the 
state’s 93 counties, Stassen was 
ahead in 29 and Eisenhower was 
leading in only 13, The Eisen- 
hower strength was concentrated 
heavily in Lancaster county and

PACKER PREDICTS 
PORK WILL BE CHEAP 
‘FOR A LONG TIME’ 


“Pork is going to be cheaper 
for a long time,” a packing house 
spokesman said today in com- 
menting on reports that coolers 
of the six main meat packers in 
the St. Louis area are bulging 
with the biggest inventory of pork 
in 15 years. 


|'Wounded 77,535 


The St. Louis Live Stock Ex- 
change said 16,425 tons of pork 
are now in storage here. Stocks 
have been accumulating despite 
the fact that March slaughter of 
hogs was the smallest for the 
month in two years. 

Wholesale pork prices have 
been going down steadily, one 
packer said, since Jan. 1. He 
pointed out the wholesale price 
for pork loin was 49 cents a week 
ago and is 43 cents today. Price 
of hogs on the hoof has dropped 
35 cents a hundredweight in the 
past week, 

A large retail grocery said pork 
prices from the housewife’s point 
of view have dropped 3 to 5 cents 
a pound for various cuts in the 
ast month,

Taft Happy Over His Showing 
In Wisconsin and. Nebraska 


Calls Stassen’s Discrediting Comment Ridicu- 
lous — Thinks McCarthy Support Won 
and Lost Him Votes.

WASHINGTON, April 2—It 
was “Smiling Bob” Taft who held 
a press conference today on the 
results of the Wisconsin and Ne- 
brasxa presidential primaries. 

“Mr. Republican” was beaming 
happily when he arrived and was 
still in high good humor when 
he left. He expressed strong 
gratification at what he called his 
victory in Wisconsin (where he 
polled 40.6 per cent of the popu- 
lar vote to beat both Harold Stas- 
sen and Gov. Earl Warren of 
California) and his “apparent vic- 
tory,” as he put it, in Nebraska. 

Sharp: Words for Stassen. 

He laughed off initial sugges- 
tions that he had not won a real 
victory in Wisconsin betause his 
total vote was less than the com- 
bined votes of*Stassen and Warren 
—both of whom received support 
of admirers of Gen. Dwight D. 
Eisenhower. But when a reporter 
specifically asked for comment on 
a statement by Stassen that the 
results were a “setback” to Taft, 
the Ohioan hit back. 

“That statement is as ridiculous 
as most of Stassen’s actions have 
been,” he said crisply. 

It was apparent that Senator 


'Taft now considers himself very 


much back in the Republican 
if in- 
deed he ever felt he was slipping. 

He took the position that the 
large write-in votes in Nebraska. 
in which he ran well ahead of 


emt demonstrated the 
‘meaninglessness” of Eisenhow- 
er’s huge write-in vote recently 
in Minnesota. Results of the Wis- 
consin primary interested him 
more ‘than Nebraska, anyway, 
Taft said, because he had cam- 
paigned in Wisconsin and the 
Nebraska race was “just a shot 
in the dark.” 
View of McCarthy’s Support. 


of Senator Joseph McCarthy in 
Wisconsin had helped him, he 
said: “I haven't the faintest idea.” 
He added then that he thought it 
had brought him many votes and 
cost him some too. McCarthy, he 


said, is “very popular’ in his 
home state. 

In Wisconsin, he said, the fig- 
ures proved that many Democrats 
had voted in the Republican pri- 
mary in a bid to give strength to 
Warren, whose delegates are ex- 
pected to go Eisenhower if War- 
ren cannot win. 

Taft said his figures showed 
the delegate strength among the 
Republican presidential contend- 
ers lined up this way, including 
Wisconsin but not Nebraska: 
Taft 96, Eisenhower 40, Stassen 
25, Warren six. 

The Senator added he believed 
he would have 14 or 15 of Ne- 
braska’s 18 delegates when the 
returns were complete in that 
state. 

Asked who now is his favorite 
Democratic candidate—in view of 
the Truman renunciation — Taft 
laughed it off without replying.

Warren Gets Six, Stassen 
None—No Write-In for 
Ike Allowed — Demo- 
cratic Primary All Ke- 
fauver. 


MILWAUKEE, April 2 ‘(AP)~ 
Senator Robert A. Taft of Ohio 
won in the Wisconsin primary 
yesterday and appears to have 
won in Nebraska also, thus fight- 


ing his way back to the high road 
toward the Republican presiden- 
tial nomination. 

Although Taft won 24 of 30 
Wisconsin convention delegates, 
his popular vote. was only 40.6 
per cent of the total Republican 
vote. 

With 22 precincts still unre- 
ported, Taft was leading Gov. 
Earl Warren of California by-53,- 
000 votes. Harold E. Stassen, for- 
mer governor of Minnesota, was 
a distant third. 

Warren and Stassen, together, 
polled more than a majority. 
Their combined percentage tetal 
was 55.6 compared to 44 per cent 
for Taft and Gen. Douglas Mac- 
Arthur. 

Taft’s 24-6 victory in delegates 
was important, since Wisconsin 
delegates go to the nominating 
convention pledged to support the 
winner of the primary. Gov. War- 
ren got the other six, shutting ott ~ 
Stassen, the 1948 winner in Wis- 
eonsin. 


Kefauver’s Vote Heavy. 

On the Democratic side, Sen- 
ator Estes Kefauver of Tennessee 
swamped his rivals, as expected. 
The two opposition slates lost 
much of their drive when Presi- 
dent Truman, whom they claimed 
to represent,) announced last Sat- 
urday that he would not be a can- 
didate again. 

efauver’s’ latest count was 
205,837. It represented 85.3 per 
cent of the Democratic total. The 
Tennesseean took all 28 Demo- 
cratic convention delegate votes 
in the election. 

Tabulations fof 3182 precincts 
out of 3204 in sfatewide races to 
elect 10 Republican delegates-at- 
large and an eight-vote Demoe 
cratic’ slate showed: 

Republicans — Taft 313,999 
(40.6 per cent), Warren 260,215

*General Dwight D. Eisenhow- 
er’s name was not on the ballots 
and, under state law, could not be 
written in. 


Taft’s Wisconsin vote is re- 
garded as restoring some of 
the prestige he lost when he at- 
tempted to back out of a battle 
with the absent Eisenhower in 
the April 15 New Jersey primary. 
His name remains on the ballot 
there. 

Taft’s apparent write-in defeat 
of Eisenhower in Nebraska large- 
ly offsets the Ohioan's loss to the 
general in the March 11 New 
Hampshire primary; it cancels 
cut, to some extent, Eisenhower’s 
a write-in vote in Minne- 
sota. 


Candidates’ Comment. 

Warren said: “Without belit- 
tling the vote which Senator Taft 
received, I am deeply grateful for 
the confidence the voters df Wis- 
consin have expressed in me, par- 
ticularly in view of the fact that 
I had very little opportunity to 
become acquainted with them. 
We made a very modest cam- 
paign, both in time spent and 
money expended.” 

Kefauver commented: “I be- 
lieve this expression of faith in 
the principles for which I stand 
will set the pattern for the nation. 
. « « We must all put our shoul- 
ders to the wheel and work to- 
gether so we will elect a Demo-~- 
crat to carry on the principles of 
the Democratic party and to con- 
tinue the progress of the last 20 
years.” 

Stassen asserted: “Senator Taft 
received a setback because he 
failed to obtain more than one- 
half of the total popular vote.” 
The statewide vote, stirred by 
furious campaigning, exceeded 
000,000. It was 699,296, com- 
plete, in 1948. Both Republicans 
and Democrats exceeded their 
1948 totals in this election. 

In’ his Wisconsin victory Taft 
failed to equal Eisenhower's feat 
of getting 50. per cent of the vote 
in New Hampshire. 

Both Stassen and Warren's 
friends bid for the votes of Eisen- 
hower supporters. Because 20 of 
the 30 delegates were elected by 
districts and only 10 in a state- 
wide contest, Warren got six of 
the total.

NE year ago, Supreme Headquarters, Allied Powers in Europe 


assumed operation control of the forces dedicated to the defense 


of western Europe. 
It would be disastrous if the 


favorable signs and developments 


recorded in this report were to put any mind at ease, or to create 


a sense of adequate security, for there is no real security yet. 


. achieved in Europe; there is only a beginning. 


We are competing with an 
ideological force, Communism, 
which has joined with the im- 
perialistic ambitions of a group 
controlling all life and resources 
found between the Elbe and the 
China Sea. - 

We want peace. We want free- 
dom, too, and the individual 
rights to which our whole civiliza- 
tion is dedicated. But to want 
these: things is not enough. The 
enormity of the present threat 
will never be met by half-hearted 
measures or by any superficial 
facade. 

NATO itself is a_ significant 
step to meet both the present 
danger of aggression. and the 
tragic struggles and dissensions 
that have divided our peoples in 
the past. 

Yet, it has seemed more than 
once within our countries that 

litical factions hold their own 

mmediate gain higher than the 
fate of their nation or even that 
of civilization itself. 

At the same time, there are 
workers in our member countries 
still suffering the delusion that 
their interests are served by as- 
stciation with Communist -led 
labor groups.

Their foreign masters had set 
them to work immediately to 
train for war and had merged 
their economy with that of Rus- 
sia. 

Soviet Military Strength.

duce between them, a total of 
some 60 divisions, while their air 
forces were also under develop- 
ment. In eastern Germany, in 
defiance of her obligations, Rus- 


sia had organized a para-military 


force, the Bereitschaften. 

The Iron Curtain divided the 
continent into regimented and 
free Europe. East of it were 175 
Soviet line divisions, one-third 
of which were either mechanized 
or armored, and an air force of 
20,000 aireraft. The navy at the 
same time stood at 20 cruisers 
and some 300 submarines. 

Behind all this was a _ vast, 
sprawling economy, still largely 
harnessed to war. Though ineffi- 
cient by Western technical stand- 
ards, Soviet industry had already 
demonstrated. that it was produc- 
ing atomic weapons. 

At the moment,. however, in 
Western Europe there were fewer 
than 15 NATO divisions adequate- 
ly trained and equipped for war. 
In the air the situation was not 
better, perhaps worse. We had 
fewer than 1000 operational air- 
craft available in all Western Eu- 
rope, and many of these were of 
obsolescent types. 

‘From the naval viewpoint we 
were much better off, although 
a tremendous effort would be 
required to offset the threat of 
submarine attack on vias sea 
routes. - 

The. organizational anions 
of SHAPE was virtually complet- 
ed in June, when Adm. Rohert 
B. Carney was appointed to com- 
mand Allied Forces, Southern 
Europe 

Very quickly after the estab- 
lishment of the command struc- 
ture we began to see definite 
improvement in the morale and 
readiness of troops. But first and 
foremost was the need for more 
forces.

assist in the training required for 
the effective use of these weap- 
ons. 

Despite this extensive aid, the 
rearmament program meant 
heavy budget increases in all Eu- 
ropean countries. The effect of 
defense spending on national 
economies was greataly magnified 
by sharp worldwide ‘increases in 
the cost of raw materials, Food, 
coal and other basic necessities 
soared to new heights, ‘kindling 
antagonism against governmental 
defense programs and the whole 
rearmament effort. * 

Even with the maximum po- 
tential realized through the col- 
lective effort of member na- 
tions, there is little hope for 
the economical long-term attain- 
ment of security and stability 
in Europe unless western Ger- 
many can be counted on the 
side of the free nations. 

As of today, our forces could 
not offer prolonged resistance 
east of the Rhine barrier. Thus 
we might lose, by default, the 
considerable resources of Ger- 
many and suffer, at the same 
time, direct exposure of: Den- 
mark and The Netherlands. 
With western Germany in our 
orbit, NATO forces would form 
a strong and unbroken line in 
central Europe from the Baltic 
to the Alps. 


Recognizing the importance of 
German participation, the United 
States proposed to the North At- 
lantic Council in the fall of 1950 
that a plan be devised to obtain 
a German contribution to western 
Europcan defense within the 
framework of NATO. 

Meanwhile, the French Govern- 
ment proposed an appealing in- 
Why not, they said, 
bring the Germans in as part of 


a unified European defense force? 


For several years, France had 
been a leader in promoting unity 
in Europe and was, at the time, 
negotiating the Schuman plan, a 
major expression of economic 
unity. 

In this spirit, France met with 
Italy, Belgium, Luxembourg, and 
western Germany to evolve an ac- 


ceptable formula fer German par- | 


ticipation. From these meetings 
the concept of a European de- 
fense force emerged. 


A year’s preliminary work spent 
in refining the original concept 
has brought negotiations to an 
advanced stage with six govern- 
ments participating, The Nether- 
lands in addition to the five orig- 
inal nations. 


Unity the Central Goal. 


When formed, the European 
defense force would be integrated 
under SHAPE in the same man- 
ner as purely national forces from 
the United States, Canada, the 
United Kin-dom, and other coun- 
tries not members of the Euro- 
pean defense community. 


Success would be a long step 
toward the unification of Eu- 
rope. This is the central goal 
and the only possible way of 
creating reasonable _ security, 
and insuring, at the same time, 
the improvement in living 
standards that characterizes 
western civilization. Therein 
lies the real answer to the 
threat of Communistic inunda- 
tion.

Air power is the dominant 
factor in war today. It cannot 
win a war alone, but without 
it, no war can be won. 

There is still a long way to 
go in developing air strength in 
western Europe. A major task has 
been and continues to be the pro- 
vision of adequate air bases and 
communications to link them. 


More Airfields Needed. 


During the past year, some 30 
airfields have been put into use, 
but these were largely an inheri- 
tance from previous European 
construction programs and in- 
volved improvements on fields al- 
ready in existence. A vast amount 
of new construction is needed. 


As presently _ scheduled, 
NATO’S European air arm will 
include by the end of 1952 some 
4000 operational airplanes, a sig- 
nificant proportion of which will 
be modern jet fighters. When 
realized, this air strength will 
amount to a greatly improved sit- 
uation over what we faced a year 
ago, but it will still be far from 
the ultimate requirements. 


The naval equation in western 
European waters is still weighted 
strongly in our favor. Deficiencies 
exist. in minesweepers, anti-sub- 
marine craft, and harbor defense 
installations. 


The growth of military strength 
reported during the past year has 
derived from various sources. Cer- 
tainly, it could not have been 
achieved without ‘arrival in in- 
creasing numbers of tanks, air- 


craft, and heavy equipment from‘ 


the United States and Canada. 


During the past 18 months 
every western European nation 
represented in SHAPE has in- 
creased the length of its conscrip-| 
tion period. Defense budgets were 
also raised; and among these con- 
tinental members, military expen- 
ditures now average over twice 
the pre-Korean level. 


War Games Planned. 


Preparations are now in prog- 
ress for a co-ordinated set of 
maneuvers during the coming

Hanging cver the NATO de- 
fense eff has been the menace 
of inflation which, if unchecked, 
could wipe out all gains. 


The picture is by no means 
bright, and we are far from being 
able to regard the success of the 
military -budgetary programs as 
already assured. In some coun- 
tries the pressure of inflation has 
been effectively checked. In 
others, inflation is surging up- 
wards and endangering the whole 
defense program. 


A significant and growing pro- 
portion of the military equipment 
being provided by the United 
States to its NATO partners is 
soon to be produced in European 
factories. The rate of production 
of equipment, such as aircraft 
engines, guns, ammunition and ra- 
dio sets, is rising and will con- 
tinue to rise, with the object of 
re-establishing in Europe a level 
of production capable of satisfy- 
ing futyre military requirements. 

America cannot continue to 
be the primary source of muni- 
tions for the entire world. To 
do so would be militarily un- 
sound. Moreover, the United 

States. cannot long continue 

such expenditures without en- 

dangering her own economic 
structure.

They had many tasks to achieve 
before their -objectives could be 
attained. As we proceed along 
the path toward attainment of ob- 
jectives that reach into our spir- 
itual, our economic and our ‘mili- 
tary activity, proZress sometimes 
seems distressingly slow. 

Only this week my staff and I 
have prepared a report on the 
progress we have achieved.

Most Buying With Cash. 

One reason why the audit of 
Bolich’s net worth statement was 
impossible to verify, Lemay testi- 
fied, although both Bolich and 
his wife had checking accounts, 
they used cash and money orders 
to pay for most of .what they 
bought. They also had charge ac- 
counts at stores in New York and 
in Spring Lake, Lemay said. 

In undertaking the verification 
of Bolich’s sworn financial state- 
ment, Lemay said, he tried to 
trace records of invoices showing 
purchases by the Bolich’s in New 
York and Spring Lake, and rec- 
ords of money orders they had 
obtained at post offices in both 
places. But New York has a lot 
of stores and some do not main- 
tain records of purchases by cash. 

What he and George N. Rut- 
ledge, the other agent, did in New 
York, he said, was to write letters 
to stores asking what records they 
had of Bolich purchases. 

“We concentrated on the Fifth 
avenue stores,” Lemay said, “‘be- 
cause we knew they were the 
most expensive stores and shops 
there.” 

As Lemay ran through the list 
of purchases they were able to 
trace, it became apparent that 
money mattered very little to 
Bolich, when he came to spending 
it, despite his relatively modest 
government salary. 

Shirts at $31.50. 

There was, for instance, a $3500 
carpet for the Bolich summer 
home in New Jersey. There were 
$8.50 neckties; $10 belts, and 
shirts which cost $31.50. The 
quantities purchased, too, were 
impressive. Lemay did not men- 
tion the tuition cost at the college 
attended by one of his daughters, 
but from personal inquiry this 
reporter knows that it is $1500 
a year. 

Lemay said Bolich had the use 
of a second automobile, which he 
did not list. The car was owned 


for the $3500 carpeting job, Le- 
may Said. 

Bolich listed no expenditures 
for recreation, Lemay said, but 
the investigation showed he spent 
$292 for World Series tickets. 
Bolich also failed to show $4100

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RECORD 11 BILLION 
COLLECTED BY U.S. 
IN TAXES IN MARCH 


WASHINGTON, April 2 (AP)— 
The Government collected a rec- 
ord-breaking 11 billion dollars in 
taxes last month. However, the 
Treasury Department said today 
the Government still is in the 
red for the current fiscal year. 

Income taxes accounted for al- 
mest 10 billions as the tax intake 
for March 1952 was listed at 
$10,800,486,271. This tops the 
previous record, set in March 
1951, by nearly two billions. 

The Government still was $3,- 
338,783,697 in the red through the 
third quarter of the fiscal year 
that ends June 30. The federal 
deficit dropped from $8,305,276,- 
752 on March 14 to 31% billions 
on March 31. Last year, at this 
time the surplus was about five 
billicns.

Party Bigwigs Willing to 
Back Him but Can’t 


Wait Longer, Asserts) 


Chicago Boss.

CHICAGO, April 2—Gov. Adlai 
Stevenson must decide by May 1 
whether he will make the race for 
president, in the opinion, of Demo- 
cratic political leaders. Jacob M. 
Arvey, national committeeman, 
believes Stevenson will be forced 
to run despite his obvious reluc- 
tance. 

Arvey, who spent much of the 
weekend with Stevenson follow- 
ing President Truman’s announce- 
ment, has been deluged with calls 
and visits from labor leaders, na- 
tional committeemen and other 
politicians and Democratic big- 
wigs. 

Arvey pointed out that these 
leaders, being practical politi- 
cians must have some assurance 
before sticking their necks out, 
but they are feady, willing and 
able to back Stevenson if they 
know he will accept. 
most of the callers indicated they 
could not hold off past May 
and would like to know sooner. 

Stevenson is in Springfield con- 
sidering his position. He is genu- 
inely reluctant to run, but has 
refused to take himself out of 
the race. 

Phone calls from all over the 
country to Arvey have convinced 
him that Stevenson would be an 
odds-on choice of the convention. 
Among those pro-Stevenson peo- 
ple reportedly is Truman, who is 
said to have tried vainly to get a 
“ves” out of Stevenson prior to 
his withdrawal announcement.

Judge Tells Robber He 
Regrets Law Bars Him 
From Imposing Death 

| Penalty. 


NEW YORK, April 2 (AP)— 
Bank robber Willie (the Actor) 
Sutton was sentenced today as a 
fourth offender to 30 years to 


life imprisonment by a judge who 
said he wished he could sentence 
him to death. : 

Judge Louis Goldstein said in 
sentencing Sutton to life im- 
prisonment as a fourth offender, 
“I only regret that the law pre- 
vents me from sentencing you to 
death.” He had pleaded guilty to 
a gun carrying charge. 

Sutton stood, blinking, and 
handcuffed to two guards in Kings 
county coyrt, but made no com- 
ment during a 15-minute castiga- 
tion delivered by the judge. 

Sutton and his henchman, 
Thomas (Scup)’ Kling, 45, were 
convicted yesterday by a Queens 
county jury of holding up the 
Sunnyside branch of the Manu- 
facturers Trust Co. in Queens for 
$64,000 in 1950. 

Wling was brought to Manhat- 
tan from Queens this morning to 
await trial on charge of illegal 
possession of a gun. Like Sutton, 
the gun was found in his posses- 
sion when he was arrested last 
February. 

His attorney obtained an ad- 
journment of the hearing until 
Friday. Because of his criminal 
record he may get a mandatory 
life sentence just like Sutton, 
with whom he escaped from prison 
in 1947. 

Judge Goldstein reviewed Sut- 
ton’s long criminal record going 
back to 1919 and including a 
murder charge on which Sutton 
was acquitted. 

He said Sutton had committed 
37 robberies that he knew of and 
declared that although some good 
could be found in many criminals 
“there isn’t a vestige left in him 
(Sutton) that is worth a damn. 

“Take him out and get rid of 
him,” Goldstein concluded, wav- 
ing Sutton and his guards away. 

Specifically, Sutton was sen- 
tenced today to two violations of 
the Sullivan anti-weapons law. 
He was found carrying a gun 
when arrested Feb. 18 and anoth- 
er gun was found in his £oom. 
The judge sentenced Sutton to a 
15-year-to-life sentence on each 
charge and said the sentences are 
to be served consecutively. 

Judge Goldstein withheld com- 
mitting Sutton to Sing Sing Pris- 
on until he confers with Queens 
County Judge Peter T. Farrell, 
who will sentence Sutton and 
Kling for the bank robbery.

which may be made by credit 
unions from $300 to $500. Another 
authorizes credit unions to bor- 


j row money to the extent of 50 


per cent of the individual organi- 
zation capital, surplus and reserve 
fund. They now are restricted to 
25 per cent. 

The Governor said he signed 
both measures with reluctance. 
He said the first “could encourage 
a trend toward over-extension of 
credit” while the second “could 
encourage a trend toward ovef- 
extension of liabilities.”

permits credit unions to hold real 
estate or personal property, ob- 
tained through foreclosure «in 
cases of unpaid loans, for one} 
year in order to benefit from 
changing markets. 

Smith said he vetoed the bil!

JBUILDERS HEARING 


Contractors Say Inquiry 

’ Has Heard ‘Inaccurate, 

Misleading’ Reports of 
Waste. 


WASHINGTON, April 2 (UP)— 
Chairman Johnson (Dem.), Texas, 
said today the Senate Prepared- 
ness subcommittee will grant a 
hearing to government contrac- 
tors for North African air bases. 


He made the statement as five 
contractors—banded together as 
Atlas Constructors, a joint enter- 
prise—declared in a letter to 
Johnson that the subcommittee 
has heard “inaccurate and ‘mis- 
leading” reports of weste and in- 
efficiency at the Moroccan bases. 

Johnson said Atlas spokesmen, 
and probably two United States 
Army engineers who have been 
relieved as a result of the sub- 
committee’s inquiry, will be heard 
at an “appropriate time.” 

Johnson yesterday ordered the 
Pentagon to dig out “‘the truth” 
between conflicting estimates of 
the cost of a Greenland air base 
project. i 

Col. Harry E. Reed, chief of 
Army audit, last week testified 
that the Greenland project—un- 
der construction by another group 
of contractors—would cost a bil- 
lion dollars. This figure was dis- 
puted by Assistant Secretary of 
Air E. V. Huggins, who main- 
tained the cost would not exceed 
$250,000,000. 

The presidents of the Atlas 
companies declared that “mis- 
leading” testimony before the 
subcommittee has been “‘extreme- 
ly damaging to the member com- 
panies of this group and, indeed, 
to the entire construction in- 
dustry.” 

J. R. Bonny, chairman of the 
Atlas operating committee, re- 
peated the claim that Atlas’s rec- 
ord is “unparalleled in the entire 
history of construction.” 

The Atlas group told Johnson 
that its spokesmen would be 
happy to appear before the sub- 
committee “any day after April 7.”

Federal aid to medical educa- 
tion can lead to Government con- 
trol of schools, waste and higher 
taxes, Dr. Louis H, Bauer, pres- 
ident-elect of the American Med- 
s}ical Association, asserted last 
night. 

To combat the threat of Gov- 
ernment domination, every physi- 
cian should contribute to the Amer- 
ican Medical Education Founda- 
tion organized by the A.M.A. 
he told the Missouri State Med- 
ical Association at its annual ban- 
quet at Hotel Jefferson. The 
foundation co-operates with the 
National Fund for Medical Edu- 
cation, headed by Herbert Hoover, 
in providing grants for medical 
schools, 

“Some doctors and some med- 
e-| ical schools are ready to accept 
federal aid,” Dr. ‘Bauer § stated. 
“They claim that our medical 
schools now are receiving millions 
from the Federal Government, 
and that there has been no at- 


tempt to control the schools, so 
that the cry that there will be 
Government control of our schools 
is only a bogey. They also claim 
that the Federal Government is 
the only agency with any money. 
They are wrong on both counts, 
Funds For Special Purposes. 


“The amounts now received by 
our schools, while large in the 
aggregate, are small compared 
with the budgets of the individual 
schools, and the. fynds granted 
are for specific purposes so there 
is no probability of attempted 
control. Should millions be given 
to our schools for their operating 
budget, certain things might hap- 
pen. ‘ 

“First of all it would discourage 
contributions from private 
sources as those sources would 


feel it no longer necessary 
to contribute. This would re- 
duce the general income of the 
schools. The increased grants 
from a federal source would in- 
crease taxes, and this in turn

gtudents and by Klamon. 


- “Development of branch 
gtores,” he said, “started with 
Outlying store units, in most 
cases a single unit in or close to 
the city, which did not adequately 
represent the parent dcwntown 
ptore. These units have gradually 

creased in size until now they 
are completely representative of 
the .downtown store and have 
‘also been moved from what might 
be called city surroundings into 
a@ new suburban development, 
from which the shopping center 
has lately emerged.” 


|: Type of Center Usually Large. 

' This type of center usually is 
large, with numerous stores of 
various types. 


~ “There are so many cities that 
are installing or considering va- 
rious forms of suburban develop- 
ment,” the speaker continued, 
“that each more or less follows 
a different pattern. They are all, 
however, pretty much agreed on 
one thing—parking is the most 
important single element in con- 
nection with suburban develop- 
ment. - 


. “Without good parking and 
plenty of it, a suburban store will 
suffer worse than the downtown 
stores are suffering now, through 
inadequate parking facilities.” 

Salomon described some of the 
outstanding new suburban shop- 
ping centers developed or being 
developed at Los Angeles, Wash- 
ington, Chicago, Boston, San 
Francisco and Detroit. His own 
company, which has Famous-Barr 
and two outlying branches in St. 
Louis, has the principal store at 
the huge new Los Angeles center, 
called Lakewood, north of Long 
Beach. This store has been called 
the country’s largest suburban 
department store. 


‘Effect on Downtown St. Louis. 


A student’ asked how downtown 
St..Louis will be affected by the 
growth of retailing at Clayton. 

“This is still in the process of 
evolution; I don’t think any one 
cam answer that question,” Sal- 
omon replied. ‘We may have to 


‘we can increase the amount of 
the. average sale downtown to 
keep up sales volume with fewer 
customers.” 


- Another inquiry was whether 
fhe Clayton and Southtown 
branches of Famous-Barr had 
caused any dropping off of busi- 
ness for Famous-Barr downtown.

“Nothing that we know of; we 
don’t think our position has 
changed any.” 


. Salomon was asked if addi- 
tional westward movement of re- 
tail business was in prospect in 
greater St. Louis.

He emphasized the need for 
parking facilities at suburban 
stores, with the change in public 
travel habits, and remarked:

Kennan Sworn In as Ambassador 


'To Russia, Hopes to Ease Tensions 


Believes Better Relations Are Possible if ‘De- 
sire Is Reciprocated’—Softening of Soviet 
Attitude Indicated.

HE United States made. an open bid today for better relations

George F. Kennan was sworn in as the new ambassador to 
Moscow and. said he hopes and believes a relaxation of existing 
American-Soviet tensions is possible “if the desire is reciprocated.” 


At the same time there were 
indications in other quarters here 
that the United States thinks Rus- 
sia’ might welcome an improve- 
es in relations with this coun- 
ry. 

“Chance to Reduce Tensions.” 

“I will be happy if the work 
at Moscow gives me a chance to 
make a contribution to the reduc- 
tion of existing tensions and the 
improvement of the international 
atmosphere,” Kennan said in a 
statement on assuming his new 
post. ' 

“Those are objectives which 
seem to me urgently desirable and 
I see no reason why they should 
not be within the realm of possi- 


bility if the desire is recipro- | 


cated.” 3 

Kennan is due to leave for 
Moscow the latter part of this 
month. . 

Neither the new ambassador 
nor any other responsible official 
here seems to entertain extrava- 
gant hopes that a broad settle- 
ment with the Soviets can be 
worked out within the foreseeable 
future, if ever. 


Hopeful of Better Relations. 

Officials do seem to think, how- 
ever, that it may at least be pos- 
sible to restore America-Soviet re- 
lations to something like the 
status of the 1930s. 

They hope, that is, to abate the 
worst asperities of the present 
propaganda warfare between the 
two countries and to revert to 
more nearly normal forms of in- 
ternational intercourse. 

If this can be done, the danger 


of a new world war will be re- 
'duced and American-Soviet issues | 
can be approached in a more 
'auspicious spirit. 


Kennan was careful to point 


out today that the problems con- 
‘fronting the United States and 
| Russia can hardly be solved by 
|any one man at any one time or 


place. 

“My job at Moscow, as I see 
it, will be to implement the poli- 
cies of the United States Govern- 
ment within the area of responsi- 
bility given me,”-he said.

“The Embassy at Moscdéw is 
only one small part of the ma- 
chinery for the implementation 
of our foreign policy, and its ef-

“The opportunities for service 
must be determined, as in the 
case of any other diplomatic mis- 
sion, largely by circumstances, 
and I cannot foresee them at this 
time.” 

Other officials, too, took pains 
to warn against entertaining ex- 
aggerated hopes, especially so 
long as hostilities continue, in 
Korea. 

It seemed clear, however, that 
Washington thinks there is a 
chance Moscow may react favor- 
ably to today’s American initia- 
tive.

Prime Minister Joseph Stalin’s 
answers yesterday to questions put 
to him by a group of American 
newspaper editors may indicate 
such a desire. So may the con- 
vening of a “world economic con- 
ference” in Moscow tomorrow. 
Moreover, Soviet diplomats in 
several capitals have been acting 
more cordially lately toward 
American representa‘ives. 


Stalin Replies Cryptic. 


Stalin’s answers to the editors 
are extremely cryptic, as his an- 
swers to previous press questions 
have tended to be. 

Stalin says he doesn’t think war 
is any nearer now than it was two 
or three years ago, but he doesn’t 
say how near he thought war was 
then. If he thought the danger of 
a major conflict was great then, 
the presumption is he thinks the 
danger is great now. 

There appeared to ‘be consider- 
ably greater danger of war three 
years ago than there did two years 
ago, moreover. The Soviets were 
still trying to blockade Berlin 
three years ago, but had given up 
the attempt two years ago. Stalin 
doesn’t say which year he has in 
mind. 

Again, Stalin says he thinks a 
meeting of heads of state might 
be beneficial, but he does not say 
to whom he thinks it might be 
beneficial, and in what way.

A Father’s Reasons 


To the Editor of the Post-Dispatch: 


In the March 20 editions you printed 
an item on a report in the March issue 
of the American Journal of Ophthal- 
mology which explained the cause of 
blindness in some premature babies 
from a disease known as retrolental 
fibroplasia. 

As explained in the report, the key 
to the disease and its possible preven- 
tion and cure in the early stages is 
getting a sufficient amount of oxygen 
to the new-born babies. 

This article bore a personal interest 
to this writer for two reasons. First, 
our twin daughters. were prematurely 
born last May, and were immediately 
transferred to the Premature Center, 
Christian Welfare Hospital, East St. 
Louis. At Christian Welfare our twins 
received the highest standard of care 
and treatment, yet blindness resulted 
from this same disease for one of them. 

There was no medical explanation on 
cause or cure for this ‘disease at that 
time. However, thinking it strange that 
the stronger and larger of our two 
girls had to contact this disease while 
the smaller one (who had to remain un- 
der oxygen) did not, this writer rea- 
soned these facts with the doctor as a 
possibility for experimentation. 

The results of this wild reasoning 
have now been published in the Ameri- 
can Journal of Ophthalmology. 

Second, since our daughter is blind, 
I should like to feel, and tell her some 
day, that her blindness has, in some 
sense, been a contribution toward sav- 
ing sight ~ ethers.

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How Much of a Victory? 

Senator Taft of Ohio has won more votes than. 
any other one candidate in ‘the Wisconsin and 
Nebraska primaries and in Wisconsin he has 
collected 24 delegates to the G.O.P. national con- 
vention next July. On the strength of this show- 
ing, which Republican National Committeeman 
Thomas E. Coleman of Wisconsin calls a “splen- 
did victory” in his state, the backers of Mr. 
Republican will redouble their efforts for the 
races still to be run. ote 

If there is any state in the-union outside his 
own where Senator Taft should do his very best 
at the polls, ‘it is Wisconsin: First, it is a 
stanchly Republican state. Second, it is the state 
of two of the arch-conservative members of the 
Senate, Joseph R. McCarthy and Alexander 
Wiley. For the sake of winning as many votes 
as possible—though he may actually have lost 
votes in doing so—the Ohio Senator contmended 
the McCarthy campaign of unfounded smears. 
In his Wisconsin speeches he went further than

ever before in approving McCarthyism, |

How well has Senator Taft run in the state 
where he had this head start, where the pro- 
Taft Chicago Tribune is widely circulated and 
where Gen. Eisenhower’s name was not listed 
as a candidate and could not be written in? 

Actually not well enough to spread much 
cheer in the secret councils of the Taft camp. 
Senator Taft’s vote was about 315,000, while that 


of Gov. Warren of California was 260,000 and 


that of former Gov. Stassen was 170,000. This 
gives Senator Taft a lead of only some 50,000 
over Gov. Warren, who had no such advance and 
local backing. When the Warren and Stassen 
votes are put together, Senator Taft comes out 
about 110,000 votes behind. 

Certainly it is not too much to conclude that 
Senator Taft got all the votes that Wisconsin 
citizens meant to cast for him and that the 
Warren-Stassen vote was an anti-Taft vote. Since 
Mr. Stassen had pledged half of any delegates 
selected for him to Gen. Eisenhower, it is fair 
to read an Eisenhower strength in this combined 
vote which so greatly exceeds Senator Taft’s. 

Had Gen. Eisenhower been the sole Taft oppo- 
nent on the ballot or had it been possible to 
write in his name, as it was in Minnesota, the 
country might well be reading the Wisconsin 
results as a death knell for the Taft ambition. 

The Nebraska background and results are not 
too much unlike those in Wisconsin. Nebraska 
is a consistently Republican state, represented in 
recent years in the Senate by such Old Guards- 
men as Hugh Butler and the late Kenneth 
Wherry. On a basis of like attracting like, Sen- 
ator Taft should have done well there, too. 

With three-fifths of the state reported, Senator 
Taft had received some 40,000 write-in votes, 
Gen. Eisenhower about 34,000 and Stassen about 
26,000. Again the Ohio Senator has more votes 
than either of his opponents, but the combined 
Eisenhower-Stassen vote against him is some 
60,000—half again as many as Senator Taft’s. 

* ” * 

The Democratic primaries in both states were 
relatively unimportant, though in Nebraska it is 
noteworthy that Senator Kerr of Oklahoma has 
made a poor showing in‘his first bid for notice 
as a presidential aspirant. In Wisconsin Senator 
Kefauver’s vote would have been larger had not 
many Democrats been attracted into the Re- 
publican primary by the spirited race there. 

Whatever comfort the Taft forces get out of 
Wisconsin and Nebraska is largely mechanical. 
The results will do very little to build up their 
man’s campaign nationally. By this time next 
week, a substantial write-in vote for Gen. Eisen- 
hower in the Illinois primary may have can- 
celed out the surface cheer they enjoy today. 

A candidate can win (some delegates) and lose 
(standing) at the same time—and that may be 
just what Robert A. Taft has done in Wisconsin 
and Nebraska. 
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First Matthews, Now Kimball 

Secretary of the Navy Kimball did not help 
the Korean truce negotiators the least bit when 
he said that the United States Navy “probably 
would stand on the sidelines and cheer” a Chi- 
nese Nationalist attempt to invade the Commu- 
nist mainland from Chiang Kai-shek’s island 
sanctuary of Formosa. r 

The remark was all the more out of line be- 
cause the Secretary had also said that the Navy 
would “clobber the hell” out of any Communists 
attempting an invasion of Formosa. 

This may be what some people, including Sec- 
retary Kimball, would like to do, but by no 
stretch of the imagination is it what the Navy is 
under orders to do, President Truman in his 
policy directive of June 27, 1950, outlined the 
Navy’s mission in Formosan waters in direct and 
simple terms: 


. . . to prevent an attack on Formosa. As 
a corollary of this action, I am calling upon 
the Chinese Government on Formosa to 
cease all air and sea operations against the 
mainland. The Seventh Fleet will see that 
this is done. : 


Nothing could be clearer, The Navy’s task has 
been to keep the Communists off Chiang’s neck, 


and to prevent Chiang from conducting opera- - 


tions against the mainland. Secretary Kimball’s 
job is to make sure the policy is carried out. 

Secretary Kimball’s predecessor, Francis P. 
Matthews, popped off with a speech in favor of 
preventive war and was expressly repudiated 
after an international furore. In view of that it 
is surprising a major embarrassment on public 
policy should come up so soon again in the same 
Navy Department. 
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Ex-Presidents in the Senate? 
Senator Humphrey’s suggestion to provide 
non-voting Senate seats for former Presidents— 
as well as other more or less similar proposals— 
must be respected, but must also be questioned. 
A grateful nation should be eager to offer a 
place of continuing dignity and honor to any 
man who has served it in the most difficult of all 
public offices. Also, it has been rightly said 
that we do not fully avail ourselves of the 
knowledge and experience of our ex-Presidents. 
But would the nation really honor a former 
President by giving him a non-elective seat in 


_the Senate? Would it be dignified to permit him 


to participate in debate, but to deny him a vote? 
Yet it is out of the question that a vote should 
be granted in a representative legislative body 
to any man nat elected to that body. 

Would such a man seriously undertake to enter 
a legislative battle—especially if there had been 
a change in the party in control of the Govern- 
ment? He would have to speak as a sort of half- 
member of the opposition, and he would be open 
to partisan attacks which might become bitter. 

True, John Quincy Adams and Andrew John- 
son did go to Congress after serving in the White 
House. But both sought mandates from the vot- 
ers. They were not invited spectators at the bat- 
tle. They came onto the field with swords. 

The Senate simply is not like the French Acad- 
emy, a serene temple for the exalted. It is not a 
congregation inclined to bow to the words of a 


dignified high priest. And, for the sake of a vig- 
orous, democracy, it is just as well that it fs not. 


Saying this, however, still leaves the nation with 


the question of how to honor retiring Presidents, 


-how to avail itself of their counsel. It is to 


be hoped that the senatorial suggestion will lead 
to am apswer more -practical and dignified. 
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© Impasse for the President 
Responsibility for an investigation of federal 


corruption is back where it was in the first in- 


stance—with President Truman. 

Chairman Frank Chelf says the President has 
“pledged full co-operation” with a House Judi- 
ciary subcommittee inquiry into the Justice De- 
partment. If this.is so there will be an investiga- 
tion. If it is not so, the unanswered questions of 
corruption will hang over the Administration. 

-Right now nothing is being done. Mr. Tru- 


‘man’s decision to have Newbold Morris investi- 


gate the Justice Department is stalled between 
Morrisand Attorney General McGrath. The situ- 
ation does little credit to the investigator and 
none at all to the man he sought to investigate. 

/Morris has weakened his position by trying to 
use a scattergun technique of inquiry. He sent 
nearly 600 questionnaires to Justice Department 
officials. The questions involve intimate personal 
matters and even go into such a ridiculous detail 
as the number of fur coats in a family. 

Morris had no legal authority to compel an- 
swers to such questions and might have realized 
that resentful officials would consider them an 
invasion of privacy. His methods allowed Mc- 
Grath, the first on his list, to pose this week as 
a champion of law and propriety and to defy 
Morris where he once promised co-operation. 

In short the President and McGrath put Mor- 


_ ris on a limb, watched him climb far out on it 


with promises of support, and now McGrath is 
ready to saw it off. Unless Mr. Truman cracks 
down on his Attorney General, the Morris in- 
quiry will go nowhere. 

That leaves the Chelf committee as the imme- 
diate instrument for a corruption inquiry. This 
group is determined to investigate McGrath’s 
department, and is going about the job in a far 
more practical way than Morris attempted. 

Instead of seeking teo many answers in too 
many directions, the Chelf committee wants a 
quiet look at the tax returns of McGrath and 19 
other top officials, plus 11 other tax files. Thus 
the investigation would begin where it ought to 
begin, at the top. The information sought need 
not be public information, but it is essential to 
the success of the inquiry. 

It is up to the President to open the way for 
Congress to investigate. The mess in which his 
own investigator and his Justice Department 
have got themselves is an embarrassment to his 
Administration. 


History While You Wait 
THE SUSPENSE IS TERRIBLE 
Though airmen, those masculine sveltes, 

Are partial to dressing with belts, 
They're advised to surrender 

To the lowly suspender 

Or—to put it quite brutally—else. 
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Four More Years of Hogan? 

Seats of four of St. Louis’ seven State Sena- 
tors will be at stake this year. The first of the 
four to file is Edward J. (Jellyroll) Hogan Jr. 
of the Seventh district, a corkscrew area which, 
under the gerrymandered redistricting, extends 
from Tenth and O’Fallon, near the river, all the 
way west to the city limits. 

Mr. Hogan does not deserve renomination by 
his party in August to say nothing of re-election 
by the voters generally in November. He is a 
key part of the new Democratic machine, headed 
by Sheriff Callanan, which means no good to 
St. Louis. 

Between now and April 29 some upstanding 
Democrat in Senator Hogan’s district should file 
against him to give the party’s voters an alter- 
native in the primary. 

If the Democrats wish to offer Senator Hogan 
for a third four-year term that is their lookout. 
But they invite defeat at the hands of the inde- 
pendent voters when they do. 
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Civil Defense Costs Money 

Civil Defense Director Raymond Tucker was 
talking sound sense to the Board of Aldermen 
when he said it would be “very ufwise to con- 
duct the Office of Civil Defense just for a ges- 
ture.” He had reference to getting enough money 
to do the job. 

There is no question that it costs money, as 
the President of the Board, Charles E. Albanese, 
complained, The expenditure of the money does 
not even perform any constructive services for 
the community. All it does is to advance our 
chances of survival in an uneasy world—like 
the billions the nation is spending on its armed 
forces and on the réconstruction of Europe. It is 
the price of relative security in a relatively in- 
secure world. 

Mr. Tucker has now got his organization to a 
point at which planning can be followed by 
practice. The next necessary moves are to equip 
St. Louis with air raid warning signals and to 
hold air raid drills in which the civil defense 
organization and the people will take part. 

If it is worth spending any money for civil 
defense at all, it is worth spending enougtrto do 
some good in case the defense should be put to 
the test of actual air attack. Mr. Tucker is doing 
a hard-working and conscientious job. The Board 
of Aldermen owes it to the security of the city 
to provide him with the means to do the job. 
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Let the G.I.s Vote 

President Truman deserves a warm hand for 
his special message prodding Congress to pro- 
vide legislation to make it easy for votes to be 
cast by the 2,500,000 men and women of voting 
age who are now in the armed forces. All too 
many states make absentee voting difficult if 
not impossible. For many years Missouri had 
no absentee voting law worthy of the name. 

There is an interesting background to the 
President’s special message, In World War II 
many thousands of persons in uniform found it 
very hard to participate in yoting. They could 
fight for their country but not vote for it. 

Anticipating a possible repetition of that situ- 
ation, President .Truman last October asked the 
American Political Science Association to make 
a study of what could best be done. The associa- 
tion, which is composed. of the nation’s teachers 
and professors of government, appointed a com- 
mittee which drew up a 10-point bill of G.I.s’ vot- 
ing rights. Jt also recommended a federal ballot 
for 1952 where state laws were not sufficiently 
improved in time to make voting possible. 

The first attempt at correction should be by 
state effort wherever that is possible. If the 
states do not make voting possible then a fed- 
eral ballot is the only alternative. It is a travesty 
on democracy that in at least half the states, 
military personnel will be “unable to vote effec- 
tively and easily” in the important primaries and 
presidential election of 1952,

Creator of famous comic strip says Americans are losing freedom 
to laugh at each other; his satires have brought grim criticism; so 
he decided to turn back to fairy tales until present atmosphere dies 
away; that is why he finally performed the Scragg-Yokum nuptials. 


Al Capp in Life 


You may, unless you had something bet- 
ter to do, have been reading my comic 
strip Li’l Abner this week. If so, you are 
probably startled to see that my hero is 
married to one Daisy Mae Scragg. This 
time it’s the real thing. Yes, after 18 
years the poor lout is finally, hopelessly 
married, and in one of Marryin’ Sam’s 
cheapest, most humiliating weddings. 


I never intended to do this. My comic- 
strip characters are not the kind who grow 
through boyhood and adolescence, get mar- 
ried and raise their 
own kids. The Yo- 
kums of Dogpatch 
are the same sweet 
and brainless charac- 
ters they always 
were, And the fact 
that Abner always 
managed somehow to 
escape Daisy Mae’s 
warm, eager arms 
provided me with a story that I could 
tell whenever I couldn’t think of anything 
better. 

Frankly, I intended to go through life 
happily and heartlessly betraying you de- 
cent, hopeful people who want to see 
things come out right. I never intended 
to have Li'l Abner marry Daisy Mae be- 
cause your pathetic hope that I would was 
one of the main reasons you 50 million 
romance lovers read my strip. 


A Different Kind of Satire 


Li’l Abner had to come out that way, be- 
cause that’s the way things seem to me. 
Well, it happened te make a big hit. It was 
a success because it was something I hadn’t 
thought much about as such. It was a sat- 
ire. Nobody had done one quite in these 
terms before. I was delighted that I had. 
I was exhilarated by the privilege this gave 
me to kid hell out of everything. 

It was wonderful while it lasted: and I 
had no reason for marrying Abner off to 
Daisy Mae. But then something happened 
that threatens to shackle me and my kind 
of comic strip. It is what I call the gradual 
loss of. our fifth freedom. Without it, the 
other four freedoms aren’t much fun,’ be- 
cause the fifth is the freedom to laugh at 
each other. 

My kind of comic. strip finds its fun 
wherever there is lunacy, and American 
life is rich in lunacy everywhere you look. 
I created labor-hating labor leaders, money- 
foolish financiers, and Senator Jack S. 
(“Good old Jack S.”) Phogbound. When 
highway billboard advertising threatened 
to create a coast-to-coast iron curtain be- 
tween the American motorist and the beau- 
tiful American countryside, I got some hu- 
morous situations out of that too. . Race- 
hate peddlers gave me some of my juiciest 
comedy characters, and I had the Yokums 
tell them what I know is true, that all races 
are God's children, equally beloved by their 
Father. 

For the first 14 years I reveled in the 
freedom to,laugh at America. But now 
America has changed. The humorist feels 
the change more, perhaps, than anyone. 
Now there are things about America we 
can’t kid. 

I realized it first when four years ago 


I created the Shmoo. You remember the 
Shmoo? It was a totally boneless and wild- 
ly affectionate little animal which, when 
broiled, came out steak and, when fried, 
tasted like chicken. It also laid neatly pack- 
aged and bottled eggs and milk, all care- 
fully labeled “Grade A.” It multiplied 
without the slightest effort. It loved to be 
eaten, and would drop dead, out of sheer 
joy, when you looked at it hungrily. 
Having created the animal, I let it run 
wild in the world of my cartoon strip. It 
was simply a fairy tale and all I had to say 
was wouldn't it be wonderful if there were 
such an animal and, if there were, how 
idiotically some people might behave. 


Readers’ Kicks About Kigmy 


Mainly, the response to the Shmoo was 
delight. But there were also some disturb- 
ing letters. Some writers wanted to know 
what was the idea of kidding big business, 
by creating the Shmoo (which had become 
big business). Other writers wanted to 
know what was the idea of criticising la- 
hor, by creating the Shmoo, which made 
labor unnecessary. 

It was disturbing, but I didn’t let it 
bother me too much. Then a year later, I 
created the Kigmy, an animal that loved 
to be kicked dround, thus making it unnec- 
essary for people to kick each other 
around. This time a lot more letters came. 
Their tone was angrier, more suspicious. 


They asked the craziest questions, like: 
Was I, in creating the Kigmy, trying to cre- 
ate pacifism and thus, secretly, nonresist- 
ance to Communism? Were the Kigmy 
kickers secretly the big bosses kicking the 
workers around? Were the Kigmy kickers 
secretly the labor unions kicking capital 
around? And finally, what in hell was the 
idea of creating the Kigmy anyhow, be- 
cause it implied some criticism of some 
kinds of Americans and any criticism of 
anything American was (now) un-Ameri- 
can? 

I was astounded to find it had become 
unpopular to laugh at any fellow Ameri- 
cans. In fact, when I looked around, I re- 
alized that a new kind of humorist had 
taken over, the humorist who kidded noth- 
ing but himself. That was the only thing 
left. 


Senator Phogbound’s World 


Hollywood had stopped making ain't- 
America-wonderful-and -ridiculous movies, 
and was making ain’t-America-wonderful- 
but-anyone-who-says - it’s - ridiculous-too-de- 
serves-to-be-picketed movies. Radio, the 
most instantly obedient to pressure of all 
media, has sensed the atmosphere, an at- 
mosphere in which Jack Benny is mag- 
nificent but in which Will Rogers would 
have suffocated. 

So that was when I decided to go back 
to fairy tales until the atmosphere is gone. 
That is the real reason why Li'l Abner 
marrieti Daisy Mae. At least for the time 
being, I can’t create any more Shmoos, 
any more Kigmies; and when Senator 
Phogbound turns up now,.I have to ex- 
plain carefully that, heavens-to-Betsy, good- 
ness-no, he’s not, typical; nobody like THAT 
ever holds public office.

Between Book Ends 


Our Debt to Plymouth Colony 


BRADFORD OF PLYMOUTH, by Bradford Smith. (J. 8. 

Lippincott, 338 pgs., $5.) 

This first complete biography of a famed 
figure in America’s best-known colony is 
an effort to do the impossible. Author 
Bradford Smith, himself a kinsman of the 
subject of his work, has attempted to: tell 
the story of William Bradford without re- 
telling the history of Plymouth. Although 
a readable and informative volume results, 
the fact remains—as its very title attests 
—that Bradford and Plymouth are syn- 
onymous. 


With the source materials limited—and 
the present writer has found no new ones 
— much historical reconstruction has been 
called for and supplied by the facile pen 
of Bradford Smith. This portrait or in- 
terpretive study puts the breath of life 
once more in a period of our past that is 
especially cherished by Americans. 

One could easily, and understandably, 
hold a kinsman and fellow New Englander 
suspect as he treats this theme, but it must

Any 
American of 1952 who would renew his 
faith in his people and whq would, at the 
same time, come to ‘appreciate the fact 
that other generations had their heart- 
aches, their uncertainties, and their defeats, 
along with their reasons for thanksgiving, 
many well turn to “Bradford of Plymouth,”

An Unkissed Groom 


A HUSBAND IN THE HOUSE, by Stuart Engstrand. 

(Farrar, Straus & Young, 279 pqgs., $3.) 

There is a note of irony in the title of 
this book, for the man in the house was 
a husband in name only. Mr. Engstrand’s 
novels generally pivot around an.abnormal 
human relationship, and this one is no 
exception. In this case we have a woman 
‘married to an invalid husband, but in love 
with his magnificently masculine brother, 

The issue is further complicated by the 
girl’s father, whose possessiveness makes 
him resent any husband for his daughter 
at all. Set the four principals down on a 
Midwest farm, give them @ faintly Scandi- 
navian background, and you have the raw 
materials of Mr. Engstrand’s story. 

At the root of all the trouble is the 
father, whose hate-impelled hand it was 
that caused the accident to the husband in 
the first place. This is followed by the 
dutiful but unconsummated marriage, the 
ripening of illicit love between the wife 
and her brother-in-law and finally the 
neat solution that straightens everything 
out. 

Mr. Engstrand plays his line out skill- 
fully, but the story lacks the psychological 
overtones that made “The Sling and the 
Arrow” so popular. Had the father been 
a more dominant character in this book, it 
would have lent both freshness and’ ten- 
sion to a stock situation. As it is, the 
father is presented as little more than a 
scheming clod, which leaves his daughter 
and the two brothers in a more er less 


standard triangle situation.

Basic Fault With Star, Miriam 
Hopkins, in Absorbingly 
Written Drama.

“The Heiress” is an absorbing 
drama, one of finesse and dis- 
tinction. But its early dryness, 
irony and overtones, its period 
atmosphere of a century ago, and 
its dramatic spurt in the last half 
when the structure causes emo- 
tions to come almost too quickly 
to a boil, call for meticulous pro- 
duction subtlety and strong per- 
formances if it is to have the de- 
sired effect.

It 
wasn’t so heinous that Miss Hop- 
kins was playing a girl half her own 
age. It was that the star, usually 
adept at spirited and vivacious 
roles, miscast herself as the pain- 
fully shy, introverted, dull and 
plain young Catherine, and to 
overcome it, played much too 
broadly, too obviously, in the 
first half. 

In the second half, when Cath- 
erine is jilted by her fortune- 
hunting suitor and learns her 
brilliant and fashionable father 
despises her, the role caught up 
with the star’s natural strong 
temperament.

FERENC MOLNAR DIES 
PLAYWRIGHT, AUTHOR 


Hungarian-Born Writer Best 
Known for ‘Liliom’ Which 
Became Film, Musical. 


NEW YORK, April 2 (AP)— 
Author Ferenc Molnar, whose 
“Liliom” became a theatrical 
classic, died yesterday after a 
long illness. He was 74 years old. 

The Hungarian-born Molnar, 
who came to the United States in 
1940 as a refugee, wrote his 
first play, “The Devil,” in 1907. 
He started his literary career as 
a newspaperman and novelist. 

“Liliom,” his best-known work, 
written in 1909, was filmed by 
Hollywood and in 1946 was pro- 
duced as the hit musical play, 
“Carousel,” by Richard Rodgers 
and Oscar Hammerstein II. 
Others of Molnar’s better-known 
works are “The Red Mill” and 
“The Guardsman.” 

On coming to America, he 
found Hollywood the chief market 
for his writings. In 1947 he made 
a last try on Broadway, but with 
little success. He presented “Mir- 
acle in the Mountain,” a play he 
wrote in Budapest in the 1930s, 
but the reception by critics was 
lukewarm. 

Molnar was a romantic, and his 
plays and his life were filled’ 
with romance. 

He is survived by his third 
wife, the European actress Lili 
His first wife, Margot 
Veszi, mother of his only child, 
later became a writer in Holly- 
wood. He was divorced in the 
1920s from his second wife, Sari 
Fedak, Hungarian stage star.

She 
was seldom taken by choice more 
than a mile or two from the 
lodge, but has frequently joined 
them when out with their point- 
ers, and continued with them 
several hours. She has some- 
times stood a jacksnipe when all 
the pointers had passed by ‘it; 
she would back the dogs up when 
they pointed, but the dogs re- 
fused to back her up until spoke 
to. their dogs being trained to 
make a general halt when the 
word was given, whether any dog 
pointed or not, so that she has 
been frequently standing in the 
midst of a field of pointers. In 
consequence of the dogs not lik- 
ing to hunt when she was with 
them (for: they dropped their 
sterns and showed symptoms of 
jealousy), she did not very often 
accompany them, except for the 
novelty, or when she accidentally 
‘joined them in the forest. 

“Her .pace was mostly a trot, 
was seldom known to gallop ex- 
cept when called to go out shoot- 
ine, she would then come home 
off the forest at full stretch, for 
she was never shrt up to prevent 
her being out of sound of the 
call or whistle when a party of 
gentlemen had apnointed to see

SUDAN LIMITED 
SELF-GOVERNMENT 


Proposes Al] - Sudanese 
Cabinet and. Parlia- 
ment Under Strong 
Governor General.

“KHARTOUM, Sudan, April 2 
(AP) — Britain today offered a 
measure of self-government—but 
under a governor general with 
wide veto and control powers— 


‘to the million-sauare-mile Sudan 


which Egypt vigorously claims. 
Civil Secretary Sir James Rob- 


ertson submitted a draft consti- 

tution to the legislative assembly. 
Ieéalied for an all-Sudanese cabi- 
nét and an all-Sudanese parlia- 
ment, with a wholly-elected Cham- 
ber of Deputies and a Senate with 
60 per cent of its members elected 
and the rest appointed by the gov- 
ernor general. 

Robertson said the constitution 
would be the “last stage” in the 
Sudan’s progress toward deter- 
mining its own future govern- 
ment. 

The governor general, to be 
termed “constitutional head” of 
the country, would control de- 
fense and foreign affairs, have 
special powers over the civil serv- 
ice and the largely primitive 
southern provinces, and could 
supersede parliament and _ the 
cabinet in a major emergency. 

Robertson said the draft con- 
stitution was written by the Gov- 
ernor General, Sir Robert Howe, 
but that it was not being “im- 
posed” on the country. 

The draft was drawn in accord- 
ance with the promise made last 
Nov. 15 by British Foreign Sec- 
retary Anthony Eden that the 
Sudan would be given self gov- 
ernment not later than 1952. 

Robertson said the constitution 
will be submitted ta Britain and. 
Egypt after the assembly gives its | 
views. 

(In London, a British Foreign 
Office spokesman said the ccn- 
stitution was “aimed at self-gov- 
ernment of the Sudan, not self- 
determination of the Sudanese,” 
thus leaving the way open for the 
Sudanese to decide in the future 
whether they will accept Egypt’s 
claims. to sovereignty over the 
rich territory, its southern neigh- 
bor.) 

The British move came less 
than six months after Egypt re- 
pudiated an 1899 treaty with 
Britain which provided in thecry 
for Britain and Egypt to rule the 
Sudan jointly, although in prac- 
tice Britain was the dominant 
power. 

The Egyptians laid sole claim to 
the Sudan and proclaimed King 
Farouk sovereign of the territory 
last October. They have not yet 
attempted to enforce the claim, 
which both Britain and the Sudan- 
ese legislative assembly have re- 
fused to accept. 

Negotiations over the Sudan and 
over the status of British troops 
in the disputed Suez Canal Zone 
were resumed in Cairo March 22. 


DR. VILRAY P, BLAIR HURT 
“IN BARCELONA SHIP FALL 


Dr. Vilray P. Blair, interna- 
tionally known St. Louis plastic 
surgeon, fell and broke his hip 
last week while on a Mediter- 
ranean cruise, it was learned here 
today. He will be brought to St. 
Louis by air from Barcelona, 
Spain, and is expected to arrive 
Friday. 

Dr. Blair, 81-year-old professor 
emeritus of Clinical surgery at 
Washington University School of 
Medicine, was apparently hurt 
during docking operations at Bar- 
celona, the American Exeter 
steamship’s first port of call after 
leaving New York. He was im- 
mediately taken to a hospital. 

His son, Dr. Vilray P. Blair Jr., 
9 Stony Brook lane, Ladue, was 
informed of the accident by long 
distance telephone but details re- 
mained obscure. The elder Dr. 
Blair was accompanied by a sec- 
retary and nurse. He lives at 
River Farm on Old Jamestown 
road, St. Louis county.

“IN ADDITION to relaxation and adventure, 
camping teaches. resourcefulness, a sense of inde- 
pendence,” she said.

It teaches them to take care 
of themselves, something they must learn to be- 
come well-adjusted and happy adult citizens. 


“If we should have another depression, for in- 
stance, I believe a person who has been a good 
camper will be more resourceful and will be able 
to meet the situation with more self-reliance.

If they were good 
liars, and could protect a member of family in 
hiding from the enemy, they were heroes. Then, 
with the end of the war, the Greek people didn’t 
want the children to have those qualities. I saw 
numerous examples of how living in a camp to- 
gether, learning to get along with each other, 
started those children back the other direction, 
toward good citizenship and a decent way of life.

HE unofficial rule that pre- 

vents a player from taking 

the previous discard to add 
to an already completed canasta 
has a ‘considerable bearing on 
the strategy of the game. 

Here is a normal situation 
where the official rule is being 
played. You can take the pack 
to add the discard to a canasta, 
if the pack isn’t frozen. But in 
this case the pack is frozen—and 
it’s big. You hold: 


You have already made one 
canasta, and you have pro 
melds in several ranks. In fact, 
you could add the pair of nines 
to one meld and make another 
mixed canasta, and you could use 
the eights and the big joker to 
complete still another mixed ca- 
nasta—a total of 600 points. 


But you don’t do it. 


Why? Because the pack is so 
rich that you want to save every 
pair you can in order to increase 
your chance of taking it. If you 
used one or both of these pairs 
to make canastas it would mean 
one or two less chances of taking 
the pack. 


Playing this way is not a very 
great risk; even if an opponent 
should get the pack he may not 
wish—or be able—to go out at 
once. If you get another turn 
you can always make those ca- 
nastas. If you don’t get another 
turn you will have lost 700 to 800 
points, but, when the pack is 
potentially worth two or three 
times that sum, refusing to com- 
plete the canastas is a worthwhile 
gamble.

Heart Attacks 


By Glen R. Shepherd, M.D. 


RECENT medical study of 2080 attacks of coronary artery 

stoppage and 100 episodes of temporary inability of the 

coronary artery to supply enough blood shows surprising 
results. 

Contrary to popular belief, executives and professional 
people are not more likely to have heart attacks than office 
workers, clerks, and skilled and unskilled laborers. In other 
words, it isn’t just people who are highly competitive, anxious, 
under stress, and using their brains a lot who have heart 
attacks. Far from it. Workers and laborers, store workers, 
housewives and retired people have two-thirds of all the 
heart attacks in this study. 

This should be a relief to the harassed executive and the 
thinker under pressure who, up to now, has thought himself 
especially likely to have a heart attack.

ANOTHER SURPRISING RESULT of this study is that 
exertion is not the cause of most heart attacks. Make no 
mistake about it—people (with angina pectoris) whose coro- 
nary arteries can’t supply enough blood when their hearts 
speed up do have more attacks when they exert themselves. 
Angina pectoris pains do come on with exertion. But damag- 
ing heart attacks usually do not. 

In fact, over half of 1347 heart attacks reported in this 
survey came on during sleep or rest. Three-quarters of them 
came on during sleep, rest or ordinary mild activity. 

Out of 100 attacks, only two came on when the person 
was making some unusual effort such as lifting a load, mov- 
ing furniture, running after:a bus, or parking a car in a 

* small space. If effort were an important factor in bringing on 
coronary artery stoppage—a heart attack—there would be 
more such attacks during exertion. Most of us perform some 
unusual effort at least several times a day.

THIS SHOULD BE encouraging to those people who have 
have had one heart attack. After complete recovery from that 
attack, and assuming there are no symptoms of chronic coronary 
disease such as angina pectoris, such people can do many 
of the ordinary activities of life. 

This does not apply to people with chronic coronary 
artery disease—with angina pectoris—because they obviously 
have to restrict their activities in order to avoid attacks. Just 
how much their exertion needs to be cut down is different 
for each case and only their own doctor can decide that. 

Anyone who has had a heart attack or has coronary 
trouble should work out with his own doctor just how much 
exertion is advisable.

UICKEST, easiest way to brush up on good table manners 
Q is with one of the booklets published by the Girl Scouts 

and the Boy Scouts of America. It’s called “Good Man- 
mers...

1. Sandwiches—Fingers are correct for small sandwiches. 
Cut larger ones. Hamburgers and frankfurters in rolls may be 
eaten uncut at barbecues, etc. But cut three-decker (or eat it 
with a fork) unless you like to live dangerously.

Jeanne’s funeral was held Feb.

O-CALLED deception plays at 
bridge run the gamut from 
coups which would trap the 
world’s greatest players, to feeble 
devices which should not trap 
anybody past the  beginner’s 
stage. The following case falls 
midway between these extremes.

It didn’t make any difference 
that East doubled the final con- 
tract—South would/have earned 
the same top merely by making 
nine trick at spades, undoubled, 
since no other North-South pair 
achieved that result. 

West opened the heart king 
and, when East signaled with the 
seven, cashed the heart ace also. 
Then, however, West shifted to a 
club, trying to talk South out of 
the finesse in that suit. 


Declarer could not gain any- 
thing substantial by playing dum- 
my’s club queen, so he went up 
with the ace and led a diamond. 
East put up the ace and laid 
down the heart queen. South 
ruffed and cashed the diamond 
king, then lead another diamond 
with the intention of ruffing in 
dummy, but west forestalled that 
idea by ruffing in himself, with 
the spade eight. 

Now, with the king of spades 
blank, West was in an embarrass- 
ing position. He felt sure that he 
would make the king on a natural 
finesse by declarer, but the 
trouble was: How could South 
reach the board? If West led a 
heart, dummy would ruff but 
East would over-ruff, and then 
South would over-ruff East, land- 
ing in his own hand. The same 
end would result if west laid 
down the club king. 

Acting as cagily as circum- 
stances permitted, West led a low 
club, giving South free access to 
the board—but South didn’t fall. 
Why, he asked himself, should 
West be so charitable? Why 
hadn’t he led the club king, since 
dummy was obviously dead?-An- 
swering his own question very 
competently, South led a trump 
from the board and went right 
up with the ace!

It's an Idea 


F there is any one lesson 
which our modern civiliza- 
tion finds difficult to learn, 

it is the necessity of self-re- 


straint. , 

Edu n, advertising, and 
the gentral temper of the times 
allow the individual every 
pleasure he desires, and the 
fullest expression of his egotis- 
tic instincts. ies 

Communism fosters it by af- 
firming that what is another’s 
can’ become yours through vio- 
lence. 

Socialism fosters it under 
the illusion that if the state 


does it for you, you really get 


it for nothing. 

Education pampers it by 
training the mind to absorb a 
few facts, to the utter forget- 
fulness of the training of the 
will, which is the seat of char- 
‘acter. 

The assumption is that we are 
so thoroughly good that any 
desire, libido, instinct, craving 
or appetite we have ought to 
be fulfilled. 

The truth is that there are 
also bad tendencies in us, and 
to the extent that we give way 
to them, we become their slave. 
This does not mean that our 
nature is wholly corrupt; it is 
not. 

It does mean, however, that 
like trains we can stay on the 
trdcks laid down by the engi- 
neer, or else in false freedom 
get off them and “live our own 
lives.” A river that stays with- 
in its bed can be the bearer of 
commerce, but a river that re- 
fuses to recognize limits be- 
comes either a swamp ‘or a 
flood. If there were not some- 
thing in us which inclined us 
to evil, there would never be 
the insistence on mortification 
and penance which one finds 
in all religions. Neither would 
Christianity command: “Morti- 
fy your members.” 
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THE TENDENCY 


TO EVIL in 


us is like the law of gravitation 
. which pulls us down to the ani- 
mal; but there is another law of 


gravitation, which 


is spiritual, 


which urges us to seek the things 
that are above, particularly the 
fulness of Truth for our minds 
and the fulness of Love for our 


wills.

each other, like a team of horses, 
one of which goes to the right
